UNITED STATES FINANCE. 

The Herald of New York publishes 
a telegram from Washington stating 
that the President and the Cabinet 
have discussed the proposal for ex- 
tending the Government Securities 
shortly due, but have decided that a 
ninety days’ call for 52,000,000dols. of 
the outstanding Four-and-a-Half 
Cent. Bonds s be issued on Mon: 
next. Several officials, however, in- 
cluding, it is said, Mr. Foster, the 
Secretary for the Treasury, are of 
opinion that the bonds could be ex- 
tended at 1 per cent., and the redemp- 
tioa money be held in the Treasury 
to meet an at e arising. It 
is added that at the Cabinet meeting 
President Harrison expreased his de- 
sire for the redemption of the bonds. 


FATAL BULL FIGHTS. 

Last week no fewer than three bull- 
fighters—two matadores, and one ban- 
derillero—were mortally wounded and : 
died within a few days of receiving 
their wounds in the Madrid, Aranjuez, 
and Cordova bull-rings. Fivo other 
bull-fighters were wounded in the same 
rings last week also, and one of them 
is disabled for life. Lastly,a picador 
was thrown with such violence against

rib broken and 80 severo a concussion 
of the brain that he died after a week’s 


; | illness. The burial of the bull-fighters 


was, says a Madrid correspondent, con- | t 
ducted with great pomp, all their com- 
rades, many Spanish journalists, ama- 
teurs of all ranke, and tho authorities 
assisting. Queen Christina, who 
seldom goes to the bull-fights, sent an 
aide-de-camp to inquire after 
wounded torreros at Aranjuez. It has 
been remarked this season that the 
Madrid bull-ring has been attended 
every Sunday bya t number of 


foreigners, especial English and 


Americans, passing through the Span- 


ish capital.
